The Aldermen Have alTiresome "Tiff1 


Over the Street Railway Ordin- 


ance.—The City Short 


of Funds. 


There was a full attendance of th 


members of the council at the meeting 
last evening, and a crowded lobby. Tin 
meeting developed into a first-class squab- 
ble early in the evening, and when elevei 
o'clock came, the proceedings showec 
that the members had wasted more wine 
than they had transacted business. The 
bone of contention was the ordinance 
granting the electric railway a right o: 
way. 
The ordinance was repotted by (hi 


committee in amended foim and the 
members of the committee held that ii 
should be treated as the original 01- 
dinancc, and put on its passage, the 
previous ordinance having 
once been 


read. Several aldermen differed in opin- 
ion and held that the ordinance re- 
ported by the committee was a new oae 
and could not be passed. 
The mayor 


sustained this point and the ordinance wai 
read and pigeon-holed. 
To accomplish 


this, however, required enough wind 
work to run a ten horse power wind mill, 
besides consuming much 
time, 
and 


calling forth many sarcastic remai ks from 
the members, concerning each other. 
The fact was developed at the meeting 
that the city is short of funds. 
The 


treasurer's reports shows little more than 
a thousand dollars on hand, and conse- 
quently but few bills were ordered paid. 
The proceedings were as follows 


PETITIONS. 


J. D. Riney presented a petition asking 


the council to meet him in a fair spirit 
and adjust the loss occasioned him by his 
horse falling into the Ilerkimer street 
ditch and breakingits neck. Referred to 
tho mayor, city attorney and Finance 
committee to report at the next meeting 


The petition of G. W. Kaylor to can- 


vass the city for pictures was reterred to 
the clerk. 


A. petition asking the council to change 


the name of Durfee stiect to Central 
avenue was granted. 


A petition was presented to the council 


signed by property owners on C'erro Gordo 
street, asking that the ordinance granting 
the Electric Street Kailway, a right of 
way over that street, be so amended us to 
require the said company to v, iden the 
street to forty feet. 
Alderman Scanlnn 


moved to receive and place on Iile, nliich 
was adopted. 


The petition asking for the icmittance 


of the fine assessed against Thos. Glcason 
'or soliciting patronage for Vowell & 
Baker's baggage wagon, at a greater dis- 
:anco than live feet from the wagon, was 
referred to the mayoi and city attorney 
•with power to act. 


A half a do/en or more petitions from 


>roperty owners on East and West CVrro 
iiordo, were presented, asking the coun- 
cil to grant the Electric Street Railway a 
right of way. They were received and 
)laced on tile 


Upon a review ol all the petitions the 


company showed in a tommuui< ation that 
hey had signers representing 4,572 feet, 
necessary for a majority according to 
Surveyor Loring's estimate, 3,940 feet; 
excess in favor of the company, 023. 
It 


was moved to refer the commuuicatioj to 
,he Street and Alley committee, and 
amended to icceivo and place on tile. A 
ong squabble followed, resulting in the 
idoption of the amendment.

The 
ecret was as well guarded as that of the 
Ceeley motor, and not even the officers 
}f the company were allowed to witness 
he process. Last March Prof. Freind 
ied, and it was reported that before he 
jave up the ghost he first gave up his 
eeret to his wife, who has since contin- 
led the imposition. What was said to 
>e raw sugar was taken to the upper 
oorofthe "factory" in Brooklyn, and 
fter being put through the process was 
pouted down two floors before the eyes 
f the astonished stockholders. Erery- 
hing went on swimmingly until the 
ulcers of the company, who were stu- 
lionsly kept on the lower floors and 
lever allowed to get within the mystical 
irecincts of the upper room, finally dis- 
overed that Mrs. Fnend and her confi- 
lants had all left the city, and having 
heir suspicions aroused by the myste- 
iqus absence of all those who knew any- 
hing about the wonderful "process" they 
>roke the sacred doors only to find that 
here was nothing there save some mills 
or crushing and grinding the sugar that 
iad been refined by some of the old pro- 
esses, and no sign of anything that 
avored of electricity. The truth dawned 
ipon them—they had been victimized, 
,nd the wily widow had got their money 
.nd "skipped the town." 
The ocean 


able was called into requisition and the 
ad news sent to London, where shares 
D the great company dropped from £80 
o £12. The bubble had burst, and the 
iOO English stockholders were holders of 
lothing but "stock," and very worthless 
tock at that. It was a neat Yankee 
,nek.

THE BELIEF IN LUCK. 


Result of mi Effort to Explain the Appar- 


ently Inexplicable—Example*. 


The belief in luck results from a per- 


sistent, effort to explain whet Is to the 
majority inexplicable, and we may sus- 
pect that as the Inexplicable is usually 
attributed to an unseen chain of causes, 
a good many senseless efforts, to change 
the lack—as, for instance, turning the 
chair at whist, or changing one's house— 
are efforts, conscious or unconscious, to 
break tho chain of causality, to deflect 
the stream, as it were, and make it pass 
by us 
But this explanation docs not in 


the least meet the strange feeling which 
attaches, luck or ill luck to inanimate 
things, a feeling which, avowed through- 
out the East, and nearly universal with 
the vulgar of the West, lingers even 
among the cultivated to an astonishing 
degree 
Wo have met men and women 


entirely free from it, or at least 30 free 
that neither they nor we could detect it; 
but wo suspect the majority of onr 
readers will admit that they are aware of 
its existence in their own minds—that is, 
that they possess or know of things to 
which, iu spite of reason, they attach 
lucky or unlucky influence. 


The extent of the feeling varies with 


temperament, bnt few are wholly free 
from it, and with some it is an abiding 
conviction, leading, in the case of the loss 
of the thing thus valued, to acute mental 
suffering. It is not all association which 
Induces women to sob over a mislaid 
wedding ring, or brave officers to put on a 
particular sword when going on a spe- 
cially dangerous expedition. It is not an 
inexplicable but continuous experience, 
for there has been no experience. 
That 


solution would explain the belief of Not- 
tinghamshire that a particular 
house 


always kills the first born of its owner 
—wholly irrespective of descent—while 
the owner is still alive. 


That idea, so strong as to affect the 


value of the property, is no doubt the re- 
sult of a long series of singular coin- 
cidences, the breaks in which, not being 
remarkable, have not been remarked; but 
In most cases there is no justifying ex- 
perience. The vase, or cup, or jewel, or 
house to which a family attaches honor as 
in some way connected with the "luck" 
of their race, has never been broken, or 
lost, or sold; and they themselves, as 
they show their treasure, reject with their 
intellects a belief nevertheless so opera- 
tive that no price would purchase its ob- 
ject from their possession. The man who 
uas kept a lucky coin for years has never 
had any luck from it, it is the miserable 
often who feel this charm of the inani- 
mate, find go on for years preserving the 
article, whatever it may be, as a kind of 
amulet winch is to bring the happiness 
sever yet possessed. Indeed, men have 
been known to buy things under a fancy 
lhat they would bo lucky to them, which 
is to express the belief in its fullest and 
most unreasonable form.—Once a Week

All Essential Details Agreed To, anil 


the Fight to Take Place Near 


New Orleans, July 8. 


TORONTO, Got, Jan. 8.—John Lawrenci 


Sullivan, accompanied by Jack fiarnett 
of Boston, arrived bere yesterday morn- 
ing at half-past eleven o'clock and pro- 
ceeded on foot to the Rossiu House, fol- 
lowed by an admiring throng. Gathered 
at the hotel were a large number of sport- 
ing notables.

car there "is a .sort of a lunch counter rigged 
up in tin- smoking car. There is an attend- 
ant who will serve a luncheon in any part 
of the train. He brings the things on a 
tray, and they can be eaten with much 
move comfort and leisure on the train 
than in the hurry of a short stop and the 
crowd aud confusion of a railroad lunch 
room. 
The apparatus is kept in the 


smoking car during the trip, and at the 
end the tilings are packed up m a big 
chest, the way a newsboy packs up his 
outfit, and the chest is taken away to be 
restocked and put on another train. This 
is a convenience that the eastern roads do 
not seem to believe in. The prices are 
moderate, a litt lo lower than those charged 
at the average eastern railroad lunch 
counter; the dishes are clean, and a nap- 
kin goes with them. 


In one way those traveling lunch chests 


must be educators of the people. No 
knives are served with pie.

The 
onlv ways of eating the pie were with a 
fork or "with the fingers. This is better 
than i-i the east, where at four railroad 
lunch counters out of five a knife goes 
with pie, and usually it is vigorously 
used. 
"Don't yju give a knife with pie'f" the 


attendant was asked. 


"Oh, 
no," he replied. 
"You don't need 


a knife to eat pie." 


"Is this a scheme of the railroad to edu- 


cate the travelers?" 
"I don't know about any scheme. All 


I know is that pie don't need any knife." 


' Have you ever reflected on the results 


of this denial of knives to the pie eating 
public'.'" 


"Look here, young man, what re you 


asking that for; Do you take me for a 
kid? Knives don't go with, pie, and that's 
all there is to It." 
There is less expectation of fees among 


the waiters in western dining ears. They 
sell ten cent cigars, too, and cheap beer. 
Altogether, the railroads seem to be run 
more for the accommodation of the aver- 
age passenger and less for the people who 
pay extra. That may be because there is 
more competition. 


One good result of these low rates is 


that traveling is encouraged. Western 
men travel many times as much as east- 
ern men. More western men come east 
than eastern men go west. A Brooklyn 
man would think a trip to Chicago some- 
thing to bo thought over, and he would 
not go to Boston without making some 
preparation. A Chicago business 
man 


thinks nothing of going to St. Louis, St. 
Paul, Kansas City or Omaiia, and a trip 
toNewYoik simply means the expense 
and a day lust. They do not think any 
more of a trip to St. Paul than an old 
Brooklyn citizen would think of a trip to 
\Vestchebtcr county on tho elevated road. 


One result of the universal western 


habit of traveling is that the bulk of the 
passenger traffic is done at night. 
Every 


road from Omaha runs a night express, 
arriving at Chicago in the morning, while 
the day trains are generally slower and 
more lor local traffic. 
A western man is 


accustomed to do his day's business and 
then start off, while an eastern man looks 
on the act uf traveling as a serious under- 
taking, and starts off in the morning with 
u feeling that ho will be more tired by 
evening than if lie had worked in his 
office 
A western man, ou the other 


hand, (implies his business, goes to the 
station in time tor supper ou the train, 
binokes Ins cigar in the smoking compart- 
ment of tin1 sleeper, chats with his fellow 
travelers, goes to bed and wakes up iu 
tha morning iu timo for breakfast at his 
destination and goes at once to attend to 
liis business there as if he did that sort of 
tiling e\er) day—indeed, some of them 
do. 


Tho leliuious between the trainmen 


and tins passengers are more pleasant in 
the V.ISL 
Tho trainmen aro not ser- 


vant?, but workmen and businessmen. 
They look forward to promotion on the 
road or to striking wealth in speculation. 
Among their passengers every day they 
see men who a few years ago were worse 
off than they are, and whom they know 
ou equal terms. In the east big men in 
the parjor cars aro bowed down to by the 
trainmen, who make things even with 
tlienisclves by ordering around the second 
c!a«s passengers in the smoking car. 
Western conductors afe more civil and 
UbS subservient, though the sleeping car 
porter i, the harao everywhere. 


Tim conductors aro less stringent in en- 


ford-ig tbu rules of the railroad company. 
Occasionally they will let a passenger 
ttop over on a limited ticket, and it is 
common for them to accept tickets tha 
tiiuo of which has expired. They allow 
one man to travel on another man's 
mileage book, and a fair proportion of 
the cash fares never reaches the com- 
pany's treasury. 
This is regarded as 


legitimate. A road that was too strict 
with its passengers would loso traffic. 
The difference can be told at Chicago as 
soon as one gets oft a western road and 
changes to an eastern line. He at .once 
encounters a multitude of rules and ail 
unpleasant way of enforcing them.—New 
York Sun.

About two o'clock her 
journals becoming slightly heated, Khe 
anchored in Craig Hill channel, in the 
Patapsco river, opposite Sparrow Point. 
The heavy wind blowing at the time from 
the North, kept her head to the shore, so 
that she 
lay 
across 
the channel. 


At 
half-past 
two 
o'clock 
the 


steamer Main bore down the chapel 
on her way to Baltimore. In endeavor- 
ing to pass to the stern of the Mont»«a, 
she plunged into the freighter's »tor- 
board quarter, cutting a hole half way 
through her large enough to drive a'h«»s» 
and wagon into. The crew of the Mon- 
tana saved themselves by clamberiaj to 
the decks of the Main over her chatas. 
Chief Engineer Yong, of the Hon»»a, 
was instantly killed by a falling b««nt 
which crashed his skull. Nobody rise 
was injured. So far as known the M*» is 
not damaged. When tbe Main bartwl 
out of the hole the Montana began to 
sink. Her stem aud midships are under 
water; the bow is above water. There was 
not much excitement among the M«la'8 
231 passengers. The Main is now anclwred 
abont one thousand feet from the wr»ck. 
She will come up to port to-day. The 
Montana is valued at £WO,000, and is fully 
insured iu British and American com- 
panies. 
The value of her cargo can not be 


learned. It included 214 head of cattle, 
8,000 bags of flour, grain, logs and lum- 
ber, cotton, canned gjods, etc. Many of 
the cattle were drowned. Those in stalls 
in the bow were standing; in water. A few 
of them swam ashore. The sea was wry 
heavy and tuga could not get alongside 
the Montana.
